She knew that one of the best 
ways of keeping a farmer-hus¬ 
band happy was to always have 
pie on the table, especially in 
early spring. She also knew that 
rhubarb was the first plant of 
spring to produce the filler for 
pies. 

While rhubarb lends itself to 
the preparation of several de¬ 
lightful dishes which a nutri¬ 
tionist or Home Demonstration 
Agent can tell about, the plant, 
paradoxically enough, can also 
be dangerous. The leaves con¬ 
tain a poisonous substance ill 
sufficient amounts, if eaten, to 
cause serious illness or ever, 
death. 

But nobody is likely to eat 
enough rhubarb leaves to cause 
serious harm. Like the stalks 
which raw and unsweetened, 
have a tooth-sharpening, throat 
cirting sharpness, the leaves are 
likewise tart. Only a person or 
animal unalterably determined 
to commit suicide could possib¬ 
ly ingest enough rhubarb leaves 
to put him out of business per¬ 
manently. 

Rhubarb, like many other 
horticultural plants, does not 
come true to seed. As a conse¬ 
quence, horticulturists do not 
advise attempts to propogate 
the plant in this manner. In¬ 
stead, they suggest, like the 
young bride, to propogate it 
vegetatively by dividing the 
clumps of plants and replanting 
the roots. 

A rhubarb root with some of 
the underground stem structures 
or buds from which the leaves 
arise will do the job, but since 
it is a somewhat slow-growing 
plant, it may take about three 
.rears for it to reach productive 
stage. 

This Siberian plant makes 
wonderful cobbler pies and is 
an asset to any vegetable gar¬ 
den. As did quaint Old Gerard, 
modern horticulturists concern¬ 
ed with everybody having a var¬ 
ied diet of vegetables, highly 
recommend it. Among our com¬ 
mon vegetables, it is a most un¬ 
usual plant.

— As a 
gardner, Dr. John Gerard set 
great store by rhubarb stalks as 
a sauce and a filler for pies 
As a physician, he was equally 
impressed with its roots as a 
medicine and an aid to femin¬ 
ine beauty. 

Writing in his famous 16th 
century Herball, he stated that 
if, along with a few other herbs, 
rhubarb roots were steeped for 
“three daiys” in strong ale and 
used as a table drink for three 
weeks, it would “purify the 
bloud and make young wenches 
faire and cherry-like.” 

Most gardners, both past and 
present, have agreed with Old 
Gerard that rhubarb does indeed 
make wonderful, tangy pies and 
appetizing sauces. But not be¬ 
ing doctors as he was, they were 
rot, and have not been, too 
much concerned with producing 
it as a medicine. 

As to its genesis, rhubarb 
which most Americans call 
“pieplant,” supposedly originat¬ 
ed in the cold tundras of anci¬ 
ent Siberia. The earliest rec¬ 
ords of its use dates back to 
about 2700 B.C. in China where 
its roots were used as a drug. 
When its stalks were first used 
as a food, no one knows for 
sure, but plant detectives state 
that if was introduced into Eu 
rope around 1600 and first 
grown for food in Italy. By 1800, 
it was a common plant in home 
gardens of the New England 
States where it was grown for 
tarts and pies. In 1628. it was 
being listed for sale in Ameri¬ 
can seed catalogs. 

Rhubarb is a perennial and 
is not adapted to hot climates. 
It grows well, however, in Ken¬ 
tucky and in times past no 
home garden was considered 
complete without a clump of 
this fine plant. One of the first 
things a voung girl used to do 
after standing up before a 
preacher and agreeing to share 
the weal and woe of some equ 
ally young rustic, was to secure 
some rhubarb roots for her 
garden.

May 18 — Residents of Mor¬ 
gan County will hu\*e more 
money to spend in the months 
ahead, thanks to bigger checks 
arriving from Washington. 

Much of this cash will be 
in the form of refunds to local 
taxpayers. They are running 
larger than ever, the figures 
show. 

More money will be going, 
also, to postal workers and 
other Federal employees in the 
area. Their incomes have been 
upped by 6 percent, retroac¬ 
tive to December 27th. 

Finally, there are the retir¬ 
ed people and others who re¬ 
ceive social security payments 
each month. Their checks have 
been increased by 15 percent, 
with an additional check last 


amount paid in the past four 
months to the 1.890 or so in 
Morgan County who are receiv¬ 
ing them was nearly $02,000 
greater than in the previous 
four months. 

Federal employees in the lo¬ 
cal area will also have more 
spending money. They will share 
in the hike of more than $2.5 
billion that will be distributed 
under the temporary settlement. 

Some $12.8 billion will be 
returned to 53 million taxpayers 
throughout the country to cover 
their over payments. I^ast year, 
because of the 10 percent sur¬ 
tax, there were only 50 million 
refunds. They totaled $10.2 bil¬ 
lion. 

The $2.6 billion jump repre 
sents a considerable increase in 
buying power.

| alternately on the three wells.

Rotate Grazing On Early 
Summer Pastures 

From May to late June, most 
farmers have more lush pastures 
than the cattle need. But from 
July through September, many 
farmers run short of grazing— 
if not in volume, at least in 
feed quality. Farmers can ease 
this situation by confining their 
cattie toan area they can graze 
down in a week to 10 days. 

In many instances, this man¬ 
euver will call for temporary 
fencing. Many farmers are us¬ 
ing the surplus ungrazed area 
for high-quality hay and silage. 
These cuttings are made in the 
early-bloom legume stages ana 
before the grass seed heads are 
formed. The majority of this 
food is held for use in the win¬ 
tertime. Yet. due to mid-sum¬ 
mer drought in many parts of 
the state, a large quantity was 
fed last summer. 

Mowing is just as important 
early in the season as late in 
the year. Mowing will eliminate 
tall, mature plants that have 
been refused by livestock as 
well as destroy weeds. A good 
guide is to mow following each 
graze-off. 

Farmers who haven't top- 
dress - fertilized their pastures 
yet, should attend to this im 
portant chore after mowing or 
grazing. A current soil test is 
recommended. If the stand is 
more than 25% legume, there 
will be no need for nitrogen— 
just phosphate and potash. If 
the legume stand is less than 
25%, include nitrogen in the 
treatment. 


FRANKFORT, Ky. — Gov. 
Louie B. Nunn pledged contin 
lied confidence in the vast ma¬ 
jority of Kentucky’s young peo¬ 
ple and assured them their pur¬ 
suit of “intellectual excellence” 
ir. the state’s colleges and um- 
veristies will be protected with 
•‘unyielding firmness.” 

Addressing the annual com¬ 
mencement exercises at Frank 
fort High School here, the gov¬ 
ernor insisted that young peo¬ 
ple who are “concerned for the 
preservation of our basic insti¬ 
tutions have rights, too.” "They 
have the right to study, to at¬ 
tend class, to take examinations 
and to be honored at commence¬ 
ment without fear of arson, in 
timidation or interruption.” 

The governor’s 18 - year - old 
son, Stephen, a graduating sen¬ 
ior. was among the audience in 
the packed high school gymnas¬ 
ium. 

The address by the chief ex¬ 
ecutive was broadcast on sever¬ 
al television stations and on a 
special statewide radio network. 

Within the past two years, 
the governor pointed out, Ken¬ 
tucky has addressed itself to 
the problem of campus unrest 
and has “set an example for the 
nation by effectively meeting 
the threat of violence while dc 
veloping innovative outlets for 
student dissent." 

He cited specifically estab¬ 
lishment of the Governor's Stu¬ 
dent Advisory Commission 18 


months ago. major positions of 
responsibility that young lead¬ 
ers hold in the present state 
administration and the state's 
unique Legislative Intern Pro¬ 
gram. 

Kentucky was the first state 
in the nation, he said, to "wel¬ 
come student leaders" to mem¬ 
bership on the boards of all 
public colleges and universities. 

In expanding on that theme, 
the governor announced that he 
will appoint "qualified students” 
to serve on both the State Air 
Pollution Control Commission 
and the State Water Pollution 
Control Commission. Presumab¬ 
ly, they will fill one or more of 
the seats added to each com 
mission by the 1970 legislature. 

These appointments, the gov¬ 
ernor said, should “again dis¬ 
prove the claim that our system 
of government is closed." 

Speaking as much to his 
radio and television audience as 
to those in the auditorium, he 
told young people that “the 
people of Kentucky have paid 
unselfishly for the costly priv¬ 
ilege of applauding you tonight 
Over the years, they have shin¬ 
ed more and more of their sub 
stance with you." 

Today he said. 68 cents of 
every General Fund tax dollai 
is allocated to education in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

“By investing millions of do! 
lars," he reminded them, “a 


place has been prepared for you 
in a progressive system of state 
colleges and universities that 
has significantly improved Ken¬ 
tucky's educational image. 

“It is time we remember for 
what and for whom these sacri¬ 
fices were made.” 

This svstem of colleges and 
universities, he insisted “be¬ 
longs rot to just the profession¬ 
al education community and 
certainly not to a radical stu¬ 
dent minority.” 

"It belongs to all of us." 

Damage to property during 
the recent disturbance on the 
University of Kentucky campus 
at Lexington has run well over 
a quarter of a million olldars, 
the ogvernor said. 

"If all available means are 
not exhausted to recover these 
damages from those who are 
lesponsiblc it will be a slap in 
the face to every Kentucky tax¬ 
payer. 1 urge and encourage 
university officials to institute 
civil suit, if necessary, to recov¬ 
er full damages.” 

Obviously moved, the gover¬ 
nor cautioned his young audi¬ 
ence that they must make daily 
decisions that will “shape their 
destinies" in a time of "great 
social turmoil" and in an atmos¬ 
phere "hostile to clear think¬ 
ing." 

"I believe you are capable of 
meeting this challenge." he said. 

I have confidence in your abil¬ 
ity to choose vv isely.”

Apple Scab 


The wet, rainy spring has 
been favorable for scab infec 
tions and unfavorable for spray¬ 
ing. Hence, scab spots can be 
seen on many scabby varieties 
such as Red Delicious, Rome, 
Turley, Stayman, and others 
where early season control was 
not good. Any summer rains 
will scatter scab spores from 
these spots causing possible 
summer scab infections. Hence, 
summer fungicides will be im¬ 
portant in these cases. 

Apples 

Fire Blight has already beer, 
seen on apples and pears but j 
not serious to date. Agrimycin 
spray now may still be applied I 
at the rate of 50 to 100 parts 
per million up to 50 days of 1 
harvest on bearing trees. Non¬ 
bearing young trees may be 
sprayed with Agrimycin as de¬ 
sired for twig blight control. 

Periodical Cicade 
(17-Year or 13-Year Locusts) 
Are due to appear this year j 
in counties and areas where I 
they appeared in 1953 or in 
1957. They are expected to ein 
erge from the soil by mid-May 
to early June and their high 
whine can then be heard all 
over the infested area. Some 
early ones were heard in Louis¬ 
ville on May 12 and in Mc¬ 
Creary and Russell Counties on 
May 14-15. Damage to trees is 
caused by their vigorous egg- 
laying punctures on the lower 
side of young twigs. However, 
egg laying does not start until 
about a week after emergence 
starts. The adults can be killed 
by sprays of Sevin, 50% W.P. 
at 2 pounds per 100 gallons, 
applied to fruit trees in infest¬ 
ed areas at weekly intervals. It 
often pays to spray heavily in¬ 
fested wooded areas near or 
surrounding an orchard to kill 
many adults before they move! 
to the fruit planting. Newly 
planted or small trees are often 
protected by covering them \ 
tightly with tobacco canvas i 
while the locusts are present 
Emergence areas will have, 
many, many small holes in the 
soil showing where the pests 
leave the soil.

The Veterans Administration services also may have VA in 
insurance' 


suggests that G.I 
policyholders who receive VA 
lompensation or pension pa>- 
ments may want to consider 
having their insurance prem¬ 
iums deducted from their 
monthly checks. 

In mainkg that suggestion. 
Administrator of Veterans Af 
fairs Donald E. Johnson said 
about a quarter of a million 
veterans already pay their in¬ 
surance premiums this way. 

He pointed out that in order 
to use this convenient method, 
the veteran’s monthly benefit 
check must be equal to or great¬ 
er than the premium paid. 

One of the advantages ol 
the deduction method is that 
payments of premiums are au¬ 
tomatic. reducing the likelihood 
that the insurance will lapse. 

Other advantages are that the 
veteran saves time, cheek or 
money order costs, and postage 
and it costs the government less 
to process, Johnson explained. 

He also said veterans with 
active VA insurance policies 
may use the monthly deduction 
method to repay loans on their 
policies. 

Veterans who wish to have 
insurance premiums withheld 
from their monthly benefit 
checks should request VA Form 
29-888 from their nearest VA 
office The completed form 
should be forwarded to the VA 
office where premiums are 
paid. 

The VA Administrator added 
that veterans who draw retire¬ 
ment pay from the military 


surance premiums deducted 
from their checks, but explain¬ 
ed that technically they cannot 
repay policy loans through this 
method. 

To switheh to the deduction 
method, military retirees should 
icquest their finance offices to 
withhold VA insurance prem¬ 
iums and send them directly to 
the VA. 

Both military retirees and 
veterans who draw benefit 
checks from the VA must pay 
insurance premiums through 
the month the first deduction is 
to be made by the VA, Johnson 
explained.
